Interview Agenda 

In respon$e to Examiner VitaTs request, a proposed agenda for the telephone interview- 
scheduled for February 10, 2005 is outlined below. 

Claims 1-18, 26 and 27 have been allowed and claims 19-25 and 28 stand rejected in the 
above-referenced case. Claims 19-20, 23-24 and 28, including independent claim 19, are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as allegedly being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,647,474 
("Yanai"). Claims 21 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as allegedly being obvious 
over Yanai in view of US. Patent No. 5,680,580 ("Beardsley"). Claim 22 is rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §103(a) as allegedly being obvious over Yanai in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,848,241 
("Misinai"). 

Applicants' representatives would like to discuss the rejection of independent claim 19 
under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as allegedly being anticipated by Yanai. Applicants believe that Yanai 
does not disclose automatically establishing a connection through a network between a first 
primary storage element and a secondary storage element through which a first logical object can 
be transferred from the first primary storage element to the secondary storage element, as recited 
in claim 1 9. Yanai discloses a high speed link 40 coupled between primary and secondary data 
storage systems 14 and 46 (CoL 5 3 lines 51-56, cited by Examiner), High speed link 40 is a 
dedicated high speed point-to-point link (CoL 4, lines 54-59), such that no connection is 
established through a network. Accordingly, Applicants believe that Yanai does not disclose 
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automatically establishing a connection through a network between a first primary storage 
element and a secondary storage element, as recited in claim 19 

Applicants' representatives would like to discuss the above distinction, among others, of 
claim 19 with the Examiner. Applicants thank Examiner Vital for his courtesy in granting the 
telephone interview.
